NARROW ESCAPE OR FIREMEN- 
New York, Jan. S.—Fire which It 
was feared would result in the loss of 
the lives of at least half a dozen brave 
firemen broke out in the Fifth Avenue 
Theater shortly after midnight. With­ 
in 
an 
hour 
that famous 
play­ 
house 
was 
practically 
destroyed. 
Herrmann s Theater was in Haines 
ami 
the entire 
block 
iii 
grave 
peril. The fire broke out under the 
stage of the Fifth Avenue Theater. 
What was at first believed to be a false 
alarm proved to be one that destroyed a 
whole block upon Broadway, besides 
the Fifth Avenue Theater, Herrmann’s 
new play-house, a dozen stores, and 
threatened the Sturtevant House on 
the east side of Broadway, between 
Twenty-eighth 
and 
Twenty-ninth 
streets. 
At half past 12 o’clock an explosion 
was heard in the building and a moment 
later the upper part of the city was 
illuminated by a huge sheet of flame 
which rose from the roof of the theater, 
enveloping the entire building and 
Herrman’s Theater immediately ad 
Coining. 
Soon 
the 
whole 
block, 
from Twenty-eighth street to Twen­ 
ty-ninth 
street, 
was 
in 
flames, 
while on the Twenty-eighth street side 
of the Fifth Avenue Theater tire 
flames burst 
u»c *, i*«aows and 
doors and threatened the Everard baths 
and other buildings on the opposite side 
of the street. Guests of the Brower 
House 
were early turned into the 


I street The Sturtevant House, opposite 
the Broadway entrance to the burning 
theater, was in serious danger. 
For 
miles around the flames could be seen 
shooting high into the heavens, and an 
enormous crowd gathered and crowded 
the neighboring streets. 
Powerful streams from the two water 
towers w ere turned on the flames, but 
they were of no use. A high wind 
sprang up and carried the fire with a 
rapidity defying the twenty-three fire 
companies 
which < were 
there 
to 
fight it. It took but a few minutes 
for the roof of Herrmann’s Theater to 
fall in and then this bijou of a house 
became like its neighbor, a seeth­ 
ing furnace. Its destruction was inev­ 
itable. A low block of stores adjoins 
Herrmann's Theater, and to these the 
flames quickly spread. Within an hour 
of the sounding of the first alarm the 
row was in flames and the firemen in 
despair. 
At I o’clock the wind veered from 
north to east and the top story of the 
Sturtevant House caught fire from 
embers from across Broadway. The 
flymen elevated their ladders, 
aud 
climbing up smashed the windows and 
shouted to the guests. Nearly all the 
guests, however, had takeu flight. A 
good part of the roof of the Sturtevant 
was destroyed. The sparks were blown 
as far as Third avenue. 
A scene of the utmost confusion pre' 
vailed on the Broadway and Twenty 
ninth street corner of the burning 
block. I his end of the block is com­ 
posed of brown-stone dwelling-houses 
and 
several 
cafes, 
and 
the 
oc­ 
cupants became panic-stricken when 
they 
saw 
the 
flames 
bursting 
from the theater in the rear of their 
dwelling. 
Some began moving out 
their furniture in the muddy streets, 
aud others deserted their houses with­ 
out waiting to secure their valuables. 
The street was crowded with anxious 
men 
and 
women 
who 
momen­ 
tarily expected to see their homes 
destroyed. When, however, they saw 
that the strong wind was driving the 
flames in a southern direction the police 
were enabled to restore order, and the 
majority of the people returned to their 
homes. Broadway, between Twenty- 
eighth and Twenty, ninth streets, due- 
tag >the most of Uptime presented the 
appearance of an active volcano. | 
All the property burned belongs to 
the Gilsey estate, and the total damage 
to buildings and contents is roughly es­ 
timated at $500,000. Manager Harry 
Miller was early on the scene, as 
also Prof. Herrmann. 
While the for­ 
mer saved nothing from the wreck, the 
professor and his wife worked like 
beavers. 
Mrs. Herrmann saved her 
four pet doves, but her husband sor­ 
rowfully said that his favorite trick 
apparatus, worth $20,000, was lost to 
him forever. 
The occupants of the stores on the 
west side of Broadway from Twenty- 
eighth to Twenty-ninth street, which 
number from 1185 to 1203, were as fol 
lows: No. 1185, J. J. Slater, shoes; 
1187 was the side entrance to the Fifth 
Avenue Theater; 1189 was occupied by 
the Cash Register Company; 1191, J. B. 
Crook A Co., sporting goods; 1193, L 
Spero, tailor; 1195, entrance to Herr 
mann’s Theater; 1197, A. E. Kirch, 
florist; 1199, J. B. White, jeweler; 1201, 
Wissman, florist, and 1203, Hannan A 
Son, shoes. 
The goods in all these 
stores are badly damaged by water, 
and should the walls topple in the 
salvage will be very small. Th.y are 
shaky at present, and the firemen, 
aware of their condition, for safety's 
sake are working from the opposite 
aides of Broadway and West Twenty 
eighth streets and the roofs of the 
houses to the westward. 
The first of the series of explosions, 
which are thought to have been caused 
by the bursting of gas tanks, came very 
near being a serious affair, for a dozen 
or more firemen under the leadership of 
Battalion Chief McCabe were at that 
moment working in the auditorium of 
the Fifth Avenue Theater. They were al­ 
most blown into the street with several 
reporters. At intervals of every few «in- 
ates explosion followed explosion. The 
firemen did not know what was 
next and they were more or lest fright* 
Ladders were raised 
the 


"Siamese four ways" were doing their 
best to stay the spread of the fierce 
flames. 
The stiff breeze which was 
blowing from the northward got in its 
flue work and there was no stopping 
the fire. It had simply to burn itself 
out 
At 3 o’clock the damage to the Stur­ 
tevant House, all told, was not over 
$5,000. There were some lively scenes 
In the Brower House, but there was no 
panic. The front of the Fifth Avenue 
is of iron, and as the beams vanished it 
was feared that it would fall out and 
crush Kvarard’s bath house on the 
south side of Twenty-eighth street. Up 
to a late hour the walls were standing 
and the fire was still burning. 
The 
Fifth Avenue Theater was a complete , 
wreck and Herrmann’s not much bet­ 
ter. 
No lives are Known to have been lost, 
although there were a dozen or more 
narrow escapes, and at one time It was 
thought that three firemen who were 
caught upon the I oof-top would perish. 
For two of these brave fellows it 
was very lucky that a line of hose ran 
from the roof to the street. The daring 
"laddies’’ took advantage of this fact, 
and when their comrades on the street 
gave them up as lost they all slid down 
to the street. But the other, a reckless 
sort q£ an individual, scorned, it 
seemed, to escape that way. He stood 
his ground and was soon lost sight 
of 
in 
the 
smoke. Ladders 
were 
hastily raised, but the searchers failed 
to find Met; inn is—that was his name, it 
is said—but to tho surpriso of his com­ 
rades half an hour later the brave man 
made his reappearance on the street. 
He had climbed along the roof until he 
reached a hatchway, through which he 
made his escape. 
The estimated loss on the Fifth Ave­ 
nue Theater was $100,000 by H. C. Miner 
and $500,000 by the Gilsey estate. Miss 
Fanny Davenport loses $50,000, exdu- 
.rive of lier costumes, and Prof. Herr­ 
mann’s loss is placed at $50,000. 
Mr. Peter Gilsey lives right next door 
to the Fifth Avenue Theater on the 
west. 
His house is filled with valua­ 
bles. The scene-rooms of the theater 
run back to the house and adjoin it. 
These caught fire and set fire to the 
house and drove the family out. They 
took refuge across the street.

The Fifth Avenue Theater was built 
by the executors of the Peter Gilsey es­ 
tate in 1873. on the site of Apollo Hall, 
for Mr. Augustin Daly. 
The building 
bas a frontage of OO feet on Twenty- 
eighth and 05 in the rear, and is IOO 
feet deep. The .vestibule occupied 20 
feet, the house TO, Ute stage 40 and the 
green-room 30 feet. It was built with 
division walls of brick, fitted with iron 
doors and shutters, abd was considered 
aa fire-proof as could be expected. The 
aoene-room end the pointers’ gallery 
were in a building 23x 45 feet, adjoin­ 
ing the stage. The 
dressing-rooms 
were 
in 
the 
second 
and third 
stories over the green-room and the 
wardrobe was in the fourth story, the 
siege entrance being on Twenty-ninth 
street. The theater was opened under 
Mr. Daly’s management December 8, 
1873, to a brilliant audience, who pro­ 
nounced it a gem, the realization of 
ideal theater, perfect in form and finish. 
Prof. Herrmann took possession of his 
theater last summer. The season be­ 
fore this dainty little house of small 
seating capacity had been christened 
the New Gayety. It has been much 
better known as Doekstader’s Theater, 
which Lew Dockstader made the home 
of minstrelsy in 1836. before that the 
Comedy, and originally occupied by the 
San Francisco Minstrels. The theater 
had but one balcony, and seated 480 
persons in the orchestra and 320 in the 
balcony.

TRADE IN THE OLD YEAR. 


Synopsis o f Dun Se Co.’* W eekly Review— 
Finances and Failures. 
New Y o r k , Jan. 8.—R. G. Dun A 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says that 
the new year opens with so much un­ 
certainty that there is a natural dispo­ 
sition to dwell upon the records of the 
year just closed, which show an extraor­ 
dinary volume of business, in many lines 
Surpassing all precedent. Iron, cotton, 
leather, boots and shoes and m eat pro­ 
duction were larger than in any pre­ 
vious year. Thus, 2,219,312 cattle were 
slaughtered at Chicago, against 1,763,- 
310 in 1889, a gain of 25 per cent., and 
5,733,082 hogs, against 4,211,707 in 1889, 
a gain of 36 per eent. At Boston 3,535,- 
211 cases of boots and shoes were 
shipped, against 3,399,980, a gain of 4 
per eent. 
The advance in prices of all com­ 
modities compared with a year ago is 
6.6 per cent., and Ole average has been 
about 5.5 per cent. higher for eight 
months.

altogether successful, and the record­ 
ed failures have been in number and 
in amount of liabilities larger than 
in any previous year since 1884. The 
reports from most cities are almost uni 
formly confident in tone and indicate a 
gdod volume and fair condition of trade 
for the season, but are liable to be col 
ored by the retrospect of a generally 
prosperous year. 


N e w Y o r k , Jan. 3.—There were IO, 
907 business failures in the United 
States during the year 1890, against 
9,882 in 1889.

Subterranean L illip u tia n s W ho 8eransbIo 
on A ll F ea rs D iscovered. 
No discovery will likely awaken 
more Wonder than exists today among 
the people of Marengo, Ind., by reason 
of one accidentally made by some boys 
who entered the cave Sunday morning 
with the intention of spending the day 
enjoying the scenery, but lost their 
way in the labyrinths of the cave, and 
did not find their way out till the end 
of three days. 
When they removed to the outer 
world after three days* absence, and re­ 
ported to have discovered new and ex­ 
tensive additions to the already known 
cave, and that parts of the cave were 
inhabited by a tribe or race of diminu­ 
tive beings,* almost Lilliputians, the 
young explorers were laughed at, but 
their earnestness begat confidence in a 
few, and after a short rest returned to 
their search for the “cave dwellers.” 
After an absence of nearly four days 
the band returned, and hundreds df 
people are flocking to tile spot to learn 
the facts and making ready to organ­ 
ize for an exploration on a large 
scald to verify the faith which they al­ 
ready have in tile second report. 
There is no doubt existing at this 
moment a? to the truth, and the excite­ 
ment is at fever heat, while the crowd 
is momentarily increasing. These “cave 
dwellers” appear to be the lowest type 
of humanity, and may be what Darwin 
would call “the missing link.” They 
average less than three feet high and 
weigh about forty pounds. 
It is 
claimed that they run upon all fours 
when they become tired of the erect 
position, though this is doubtless be­ 
cause they were hastening or scrambling 
over great heaps of stone when seen by 
the boys. 
They exhibited extreme fear of the 
intruders, and displayed a total absence 
and ignorance of the most remote ex­ 
cuse for clothing—not even the time 
honored waistband or breech clout be­ 
fog called into requisition to clothe 
their persons. This gave tho observers 
full opportunity to note that there is 
no sign of caudal appendage. 
The

About Stockings for Cold W eather. 
One of the things that health writers 
are fond of advising other people to do is 
to wear stockings of merino or of wool 
of some kind during the winter. And 
so a great many persons who are accus* 
tomed to let other people do their think­ 
ing for them religiously put on woolen 
stockings as soon as cold weather comes, 
and then go painfully about for several 
months wondering what in the world 
ails their feet. For something usually 
does begin to ail the feet of these people 
as soon as they get them bound up in 
wool. 
A chiropodist who treats as 
many sick feet as any chiropodist in this 
city says 60. Persons whose feet are 
sensitive ought never to wear woolen 
stockings, he says, as these induce con­ 
stant perspiration aud so aggravate the 
sensitiveness. 
Any suffering in the feet, such as 
comes from corns or bunions, is a hun­ 
dred times increased by the heat and 
tenderness induced by wearing such 
heavy footwear. 
If the feet are unduly 
cold, the trouble is not half so likely to 
be that the foot covering is inadequate 
as it is that the circulation in the lower 
extremities is poor. More exercise and 
cold bathing are what ii required, and 
not more clothing. The leather of the 
shoe would of itself be sufficient pro­ 
lection against the cold. 
But tender 
feet need to be hardened, and this can­ 
not be done while they are kept over­ 
heated and moist by wearing wool upon 
them.—New York Evening Sun.

School Commissioners Let 
Drop as to the Outcome*! 


BRIEF LOCAL MENTION* 


Decided action is likely to be taken 
by the board of education Monday even­ 
ing, is to the erection of additional aohoo* 
buildings. 
The question of building one or more 
school houses has been informally dis­ 
cussed by the commiisiiraeia for some 
time, and, a 
few meetings ainee, the 
matter was referred to the committee on 
public buildings for investigation, with 
instructions to repoit at their earliest 
convenience. 
The 
committee 
have 
been 
investigating the matter 
for 
a month or more ani it is now hinted 
that they will present their oonolasiona 
at Monday’s meeting, Those interested 
have been very careful to withhold in­ 
formation concerning what ta likely to be 
adopted, lest the newspapers forestall 
their aotton. Notwithstanding this fad 
The Gazette is able to state on good au­ 
thority, that the committee repoit will 
favor the erection of two four-room 
buildings the ooming season—one locat­ 
ed on the site of the present fifth ward 
rookery, and the other on Pleasant street 
west aud north of the railway tracks. 
.The committees will urge that every­ 
thing be ready for early spring work, tbs 
buildings to jointly oast about 917,000. 
They will also urge that a site be pur­ 
chased at once for a school building rn 
the Second ward, located east of the 
Hanson 
Fumitory factory, sliming 
that a first class site of four lots can now* 
be secured for one thousand dollars. 
The committee, it is said will reoite 
many reasons for the building of two 
sohool houses on the west side, the most 
important being the lack of accommoda­ 
tions for the pupils living on the west 
side of the traoks, and the danger to 
children who must cross and re-orpss 
the network of railway traeks in reach­ 
ing the sohool buildings east of the 
switch yards. 
The weak and dangerous 
condition of the fifth ward building is to 
be shown up, and it will be urged that 
this building be condemned at the close 
of the present school year. 
One of the commissioners wee heard 
to say this morning that one of the rea­ 
sons for urging a new building weal of 
the railways, was the fact that over 
seventy-seven pupils were now com­ 
pelled to pekes l»y lha over-crowded 
buildings in their own districts and cross 
and recross the railway tracks in order 
to attend school in the lees crowded 
buildings. 
“Gut oity is growing,” said the commis­ 
sioner, “and we must provide additional 
school facilities at ono9. 
I cannot tell 
you what the sohool board will do, as no 
one is authorized to speak for the board 
bn this subjeot, but I oan safely say the 
necessity for the additional buildings 
was never more manifest than at the 
present time.”

Let it be water works, street railways, 
rapid transit, the centralization of railroad 
traffic in unio i depots, electric or gas 
lighting, telegraph or telephone fran­ 
chisee that are asked for, the question is 
no longer whether the comfort or con­ 
venience of the people will be enhanced, 
but rather bow muoh there is in it for 
the personal pockets of the men by 
whose votes the sought for privilege 
mu&t be granted. It resolves itself into 
a question of boodle, and boodleism is 
the cancer that ia gnawing at the vitals of 
the oms corporations of this country. 
A gentleman who has had muoh to do 
with the procuring of franchises from 
the governments of the smaller cities and 
larger villages, stated recently in an in­ 
terview that he was mb! everywhere with 
the demands for biibes, that he found it 
frequently necessary to present personal 
money reasons to the village fathers, oft­ 
en buying enough to make a majority of 
the board, “ and when a selectman was a 
deacon.” remarked the gentleman, “I 
usually bad to buy bim twioe.” 
It is all right for Ibis gentleman to 
make these allusions to some towns, bat 
be wants to leave Janesville out. He 
must distinctly understand that the 
Bower Oity has an honest and conscien­ 
tious set of aldermen, that they are 
working for the good of the people and 
the taxpayers, and if a man or corpora­ 
tion dared to offer, or even insinuate 
such a thing as boodle to any one of 
them, there would ba suspicion. Any 
corporation that

bent on evil deedp, woald undoubtedly 
be chased out of town, boodle end til.
